RULING ON TRACK ELEVATION. 


Judge Tuthil! Exonerates Railroads 
from Liability for Certain Damages 
and Upholds Ordinances.

FILIPINOS STARTED THE WAR. 


General MacArthur in an Official Re- 
Gives an Account of How 


the Outbreak Began. 


Washington, D. C., May 24.—The Secretary 
of War today made public a report from 
Major General MacArthur which covers a 
period of time from the evening of Feb. 4, 
when the insurgent outbreak began, to 
Feb. 28. 


An important feature of his report is the 


demonstration of the responsibility of the 
insurgents for the outbreak. 
General MacArthur's command was the 
Second Division of the Eighth Army Corps, 
which included the Twentieth Kansas 
(Funston’s command) and the Utah Battery. 

General MacArthur mentions also a little 
naval contingent in the shape of an auto- 
matic machine gun loaned by the Helena, 
manned by Lieutenant Cleland Davis, who 
volunteered with three marines. * 

Making a brief statement of the position 
of the United States troops in Manila and 


subu just preceding the outbreak of 
Feb. 4, | 1 thur comes to the 
incidents leading up to the rupture. He 
says: 


The pertinacity of insurgents in passing 
armed parties over the line of delimitation into 
American territory induced a correspondence 
which, in the light of the subsequent events, is in- 
teresting as indicating with considerable precision 
a premeditated purpose on the part of somebody 
in the insurgent army to force a collision. 

General MacArthur addressed a note to 
Colonel San Miguel of the insurgent army. 
The note and the answer are as follows: 


Sir: The Une between your command and my 
command has been long established and is well 
understood by yourself and myself. 

It is quite necessary under present conditions 
that this line should not be passed men 


of either command. 


An armed party from your command now occu- 
pies the village in front of Blockhouse No. 7. at a 
point considerably more than a hundred yarde on 
my side of the line, and is active in exhibiting hos- 
tile intentions. This party must be withdrawn 
to your side of the line at once. 

From this date, if the lino is crossed by your 
men with arms in their hands, they must be re- 
garded as subject to such action as I may deem 
necessary.

„We have been discriminated against in 
the same manner in regard to the use of the 
Canadian canals. The Erie and Sault Ste. 
Marie canals, which are the only two canals 
controlled by this government, have always 
been open to the commerce of Canada free 
of charge. While the Welland Canal and 
the other waterways controlled by Canada 
are ostensibly open to Americans and Cana- 
dians, an unjust discrimination is made 
against our cOmmerce. All vessels’ using 
these canals are compelled to pay a tax, but 
it is manipulated in such a manner as to 
work an injustice to American commerce, 
The Welland Canal isthe principal outlet for 
American products, and the Canadians have 
devised a skillful scheme by which they 
charge the same tax for the use of this canal 
as they do for all the others. . 

“In other words, if an American vessel 
desires to go through the Welland Canal the 
same tax is charged as if it should steam 
through all the canals controlled by the 
Canadians. The Canadian merchantmen 
only have to pay for steaming through the 
waters traversed in order to get to the sea. 
This, of course, puts the Americans at a 
great disadvantage, and while on the face 
of the deal they fare exactly the same as the 
Canadians, the Americans are discriminated

A SINGLE AFTERNOON. 


Mrs. Minnie Kruchten, Whose Husband 
Was Killed by a Train While Res- 
cuing His Child, Is Overcome by the 
Shock—Mra, Grace Stone Raves 

While Accompanying Her Husband 
to a Railroad Depot—Third Victim 
Unidentified. 


— 


Three women became suddenly insane in 
different’ parts of Chicago yesterday after- 
noon—two of them on the down-town streets 
and the third at the funeral ‘of her husband. 
Mrs. lwnie Kruchten, widow of Charles 
Kruchten, who was killed on Sunday even- 
ing by an Illinois Central train at Pullman 
while rescuing his little girl, was bereft of 
her reason in the chapel of Graceland Cem- 
etery as her husband's body was disappear- 
ing in the Vault... Mrs. Grace Stone became 
insane while on the way to’a train with her 
husband at La Salle and Madison streets. 
An unidentified woman became violent at 
State and Monroe streets, and after attract- 
ing a crowd of several thousand people who 
were afraid to touch her, was taken in 
charge by Central Station policemen. 

It was a severe shock to Mrs. Kruchten: 
when her child returned alone from the 
trip to Pullman to gather flowers and she 
learned that her husband had been killed by 
the train. She seemed to bear it bravely 
and was quiet during the funeral services, 
but when the body of her husband was be- 
ing placed in the vault Where it was to be 
cremated she began to talk incoherently. 
Sha thought her husband was not dead, and 
it soon became evident to her friends that 
she was losing her reason. It was at her 
husband's request that his remains were to 
be cremated, but the thought of this excited 
Mrs. Kruchten's imagination. She was 
taken to the German Hospital and after an 
examination the house physician said her 
mental derangement was due to grief alone 
and there was hope of her recovery. 


Raves in the Street. | 
Mrs. Samuel Stone, who was walking In 
Madison street with her husband, suddenly 
began to cry out that some one was killing 
her sister. Her husband tried to calm her, 
but she became angry at him, and a crowd 
soon gathered about them. Policeman Mar- 
tinu’s attention was attracted and a: his 
suggestion Mrs. Stone was taken to the Har- 
rison Street Police Station Annex. There 
she became more composed and was alluwed 
to depart with her husband. They were on 
their way to Brooklyn, N. V., at the time, 
where Mrs. Stone's father is employed in the 
navy yards. Mr. and Mrs. Stone have been 
living at the Great Western Hotel, Wabas 
avenue and Harrison street. | 


Fights with the Police. | 
The woman who became violently insane 
at State and Monroe streets may be Mathilda 
Boehn, 161 Osgood street, as a letter with 
the name and address was found in her pos- 
session. She first attracted attention by 
tearing her clothes. She was so fierce that 


no one dared to touch her, and although a 


large crowd gathered about her she was 
left alone until Policeman Culhane of the 
Central detail called the patrol wagon. It 
was difficult, even with the assistance of the 
men who had come in the wagon, to get the 
woman in, and she fought all the way to 
the station. She imbedded her teeth in the 
wrist of Policeman Leahy and tried to injure 
every one near her. At the station she was 
searched and found to have $15.64. When 
placed in a cell she stood on the bench and 
raved unintelligibly. Fearing she hight in- 
jure herself the police took her to the De- 
tention Hospital.

Chicago Medical Society Hears Dr. Met- 
calf’s Address in Defiance of Its

_After a lively discussion the Chicago Medi- 
cal society at its monthly meeting last night 
set aside the action of the Executive com- 
mittee, which had rescinded an invitation 
given to Dr. W. B. Metcalf, a stomach spe- 
cialist, to appear before the society and give 
a practical demonstration of his investiga- 
tions of the human stomach by means of 
the cathode ray. Dr. Metcalf then read his 
paper, and later gave demonstrations with 
his X-ray apparatus. | | 

The trouble all came about through a 
morning paper publishing in advance a 
synopsis of the lecture. This publicity, 
many of the doctors claimed, was in the line 
of advertising and against medical ethics, 
although Dr. Metcalf’s friends said the ad- 
vance publication was unauthorized. |

make successful diagnosis with the X ray.“ 
Dr. Metcalf said. I tried it in locating the 
stomach of a human subject and found I 
could get the outlines quite distinctly. 


Later I was able to make definite examina-

Bismuth is impervious to the X 
ray as compared with original tissue and 
bone. When this material is placed in the 
stomach it makes it possible to plainly see 
the geographical outline.

American liner Paris. He ö 
says the rocks of the Cornish coast are mag - 
netle, and at certain times the action of the 
waves must produce an enormous increase 
of magnetic power. Such power would de- 
moralize the compass of a passing ship and 
lure it upon the rocks. The fact that the 
Mohegan was lost on these same rocks in a 
similar mysterious way a year ago tends 
to substantiate such a theory. As the so- 
called Compass Rock on the Island of Canna 
in the Hebrides is well known to possess 
magnetic power, and as Mr. Clark says he 
has found rocks in a Cornish mine that sur- 
pass the Canna stone in magnetic proper- 
ties, there may be something more than a 
whimsical fancy in the theory propounded. 
The officers of the Paris are reserving their 
explanations of the accident until they 
reach the United States. They would be 
only too eager to accept the theory 
their compass had gone wrong owing to oc- 
cult influenees of aby kind.

tribe, which tribe is about one-third of 
the population of the archipelago, and is

‘Until the Tagal, the Viscayo, and Mohammedan 


fm Mindanao shall recognine the ascendency of the 
United States and submit to its peaceable, and 
just, and equitable forme of government I would 
extend the strong hand of the republic over that 
great archipelago and say: There shall, be peace 
here, and law, and equal justice, and fair taxation, 
and equal rights. 


These are the beliefs of the great majority 


of the American people. Aguinaldo for- 
feited all just sympathy when he treacher- 
ously attacked his American allies with 
incendiarism and massacre as his intend- 
ed weapons. The aid and comfort given 
him by his admirers in the United States 
encouraged him to try to assassinate the 
friends who were relieving his race from 
the “immemorial and _ excruciating 
atrocities of Spain,” thereby demonstrat- 
ing once for all that he and his people were 
not fit for self-government. The Atkinson 
school of statesmen is slow in recogniz- 
ing the only fact it has succeeded in proving.

He 
is a Scotchman, Who made 

a fortune in this country long before Mr. 
Carnegie did, and who, having made a for- 
tune, went home to spend it. Mr. Smith 
left in 1860, taking with him about ten 
million dollars. Mr. Carnegie, coming at a 
later day, when money is more abundant, 
withdraws from business with over 100 mil- 
lions. Mr. Smith, who is now over 90, made 
his first money in this country, speculating 
in Chicago town lots in 1834-35. Sixty years 
ago he went into the banking business in 
Milwaukee. He got the Territorial Legis- 
lature of Wisconsin to charter the Wiscon- 
sin Marine and Fire Insurance company. 
The charter contained a direct prohibition 


of banking powers. Nevertheless Mr. Smith 
began at once the issue of circulating notes 


in the form of certificates of deposit. A note 


read: “ This is to certify that John Smith 


has deposited with this institution ten dol- 
lars, which will be paid on demand to bear- 
er.” As these notes were always redeemed 
in specie on, demand they circulated freely, 
and Mr. Smith kept on ‘Issuing them arid 
making money, though Legislatures and 


courts tried to suppress him. During the 


„os he bought two Georgia banks and is- 
sued there much of the currency which cir- 
culated in the Northwest. It was sound 
money, for he was an able, honest man. 
Having accumulated a sufficiency, he stopped 
work at the age of 51, and has enjoyed him- 
self quietly ever since. He has not, like 
some other men who live in England on 
money made in the United States, sneered 
at or abused this country. He has always 
spoken kindly of Chicago, though its ways 
were primitive when he lived here. and there 
were no butlers and few housemaids to 
open doors. 


EXAMINING TOURISTS BAGGAGE. 

Mr. Smalley, the New York correspondent 
of the London Times, complains in his last 
letter to that paper of the methods of cus- 
tom-house inspectors in examining the bag- 
gage of Americans returning from Europe. 
He says they are “ still treated as inten- 
tional smugglers ”; that American women 
must still explain the cost of their under- 
clothing, point out in which trunk it is to 
be found, and stand by while corsets and 
chemises are valued.”” Mr. Smalley admits 
that there may have been some relaxation 
in the rigor of the inspection, but he asserts 


that the methods now in force “bring 


blushes not only to the cheeks of American 
women but to those of all Americans who 
care for the good name of their country.” 
He says, as many others have done, that 
the only way in Which Americans—for for- 
eigners are not molested—can escape in- 
sult and injury at the custom-house is by 
bribing the inspectors. Every now and

question. It would be worth while to know 
how much the government collects in the 


shape of duties on passengers’ baggage. If 


it collects a large amount of money the law 


may be called a good one from a revenue 


point of view. If, however, the govern- 
ment gets little, as is believed to be the 
ease, while corrupt officials get a good deal, 
the law is a bad one, for it fosters dishones- 


ty instead of producing revenue and pro- 
moting thé consumption of home-made 
goods.

He 
gave at numerous dinner parties an account 
of his difficult feat, and was the hero of the 
hour with all who looked on General Jack- 
son as a bad, dangerous man. The United

THE HAMLET DUEL. 

The début of Sarah Bernhardt in the 
role of Hamlet has been the occasion of a 
duel between two well-known French 
critics, M. Vanor and Catulle Mendes, the 
last named the most brilliant dramatic 
writer in France and an excellent poet. 
The two critics fell foul of each other in a 
dispute as to whether Hamlet should be 
represented as fat or thin, and Vanor had 
the better of the argument, although we 
are a bit uncertain whether he was the 
advocate of fatness or thinness. -M. 
Mendes is laid up by an ugly thrust in his 
abdomen, which proves that Hamlet was 
fat or thin—we are uncertain which. Not- 
withstanding this was Mendes’ fougteenth 
duel, M. Vanor was the better fencer, and 
| thereby has made a valuable addition to 
Shakspearean criticism. 

The affair is Frenchy—and consequently 
funny. Shakspeare's plays are always 
funny when played in French, not one of 
them more so than Hamlet.” It is hard 
to conceive of the divine Sarah as any- 
thing but funny in the role of the mel- 
ancholy Dane.“ The dénouement of the duel 
is funnier still. There have been many mem- 
orable disputes as to whether Hamlet was 
young or old; whether he was light-haired 
or dark-haired; whether he loved or did not 
love Ophelia; whether he was sane or in- 
sane. It is rare, however, that the question 
of his fatness or leanness has been the 
subject of critical argument or commence- 
ment exercises. He has been generally re- 
garded as lean and melancholy, like. 


Cassius. A fat Hamlet never would com- 
mend himself to the gentler sex, though 
there is authority in the text for believing 
that he was fat, just as there is authority 
in tradition for believing that he was fair- 
haired. It is an illustration of the stubborn 
popular prejudice in favor of a lean, dark 
Hamlet that Mr. Fechter was so poorly 
received in this country. He was big and 
blonde, but he violated all the stage tradl- 
tions and he had to suffer for it, though his 
Hamlet was superior to that of any of his 
contemporaries, not excepting Edwin 
Booth. | 

The question will never be settled. Preju- 
dice stands in the way. The publie would 
not like a fat Hamlet. It would as soon 
see a fat Ophelia or Juliet or a lean Falstaff. 
Hamlet will remain to the end of time the 
lean and melancholy Dane. Had he been 
fat he never would have been melancholy, 
and that he was melancholy no one will 
deny. But why two French draniatic 
critics should have such deep-seated con- 
victions on this question as to fight a duel 
over it is one of those absurd events which 
could only happen toa Frenchman. M. 
Mendes has a punctured abdomen and may 
not recover, Should he die he has the con- 
solation of knowing that the question of 
Hamlet's fatness or leanness will survive 
him. The two critics would have been more 
profitably engaged had they taken the prae- 


| tical view of the subject which Jack Sprat 


and his wife did. 

When the Queen said that Hamlet was 
“fat and scant of breath ” she meant only 
that he was out of training. Fatness and 
thinness are relative terms. A young fel- 
low who led the active, out-of-door life that 
Hamlet did would not be likely to be “ fat ” 
in the modern seuse of the word. The 
Prince had on a few pounds more than he 
needed for a duel and was “ out of condi- 
tion — but that he had a large paunch, like 
Falstaff, or that he had any difficulty in 
seeing his knees or lacing his garters, the 
sentimental maidens of the present day 
never will believe. Judging from the way 
he fought we are justified in believing that 
Hamlet was not so fat nor so “scant 
of breath when he polished off Laertes as 
Mendes was when he crossed swords with 
his adversary, .

MATHEMATICS AND PRICES. 

The reports from New York in yester- 
day’s TRIBUNE regarding the new “ trading 
machine“ were of a more sober character 
than those of the previous day. Mr. Muhle- 
man denied the statement of the Oxford, 
Cambridge, and Hoboken professors of 
mathematics that the machine foretold the 
movements of stocks. 
purpose is not to predict but to show the 
result of things that have happened.” That 
this is quite possible might receive the 
assent of even the most level-headed Scotch- 
man in the community. No one denies that 
the fluctuations of stocks or the vicissitudes 
of horse racing are fitted for graphic rep- 
resentation if not for mathematical anal- 
ysis. All.are familiar with the tempera- 
ture and rainfall curves of the weather 
prophets, and the graphic method has 
proved of immense service in statistics and 
in many of the natural sciences, more espe- 
cially in physiology and even in medicine. 
It was the great French philosopher, Des- 
cartes, who taught how to represent varia- 
ble quantities by means of curves, and the 
Cartesian geometry is now an important de- 
partment of mathematics. : 
A gambler at Monte Carlo might easily 
adopt the Cartesian method to give him, 
by means of curves, a history of his losses 
and winnings during the day, 
being represented above and losses below 
Whether, however, 
scrutiny of these curves would give him 
any aid in foretelling his future gains is | 

another matter. 
philosopher cannot see through a stone wall 
much farther than an ordinary mortal. 
There is a sense, however, in which it may 
be said that. men of shrewd judgment are 
able in a small degree to foretell the 
future. If we draw the price curve of 
wheat in Chicago for every day of the year, 
and for several years, the price for any 
given day will be seen to depend to some 
extent on the date. In mathematical lan- 
guage this dependence is expressed by stat- 
ing that the price is a function of the time. 
It will be seen from the curve that the price 
often fluctuates in an apparently capricious 
manner. On closer scrutiny, however, it 
might be found. that these fluctuations had 
reference to certain conditions of rainfall 
or temperature, or perhaps to the interfer- 
ence of man in the wheat market; and the 
knowledge gained from tracing such a re- 
lationship in the past might guide a shrewd 
speculator as to the future. 
What shrewd men are trying to do every 
day, and the shrewdest speculator is he 
| who can give price fluctuations their most 
accurate interpretation. It is dificult to 
see how a brain-devised machine could do 
this any better than the human brain itself. 
Professors Morton and Webb of Hoboken, 
say that the 
chine” “avoids the risks of human judg- 
ment, and thus operates on a fixed system, 
according to such physical laws as appear to 
govern the movements of the market.” One 
may await with interest the time when the 
machine will arrive from London and a 
public exhibition of its workings be given.

SEYMOUR ON BRIGGS CASE. 


Springfield Bishop Says the Priest Now 
Finds Himself in a Fright- 
| ful Position. 


The Rev. George F. Seymour, Bishop of 
Springfield, III., discusses the Briggs case in 
a letter to the New York Tribune as follows: 


You courteously ask me. relative to the ordina- 
tion of Dr. Brig#s, for my judgement as to what 
latitude is permitted candidates for the priesthood 
in the Episcoval Church as to belief in the holy 
scriptures.’ This brings upxdirectly the matter 
of the ordination of the Rev. Dr. Briggs as a 
presbyter of the church. I recognize the claim 
which the public has for information on such a 
subject from those who are in a position to give 
it. and I respond without hesitation briefly and, I 
hope. clearly. *. 

I have not the honor and pleasure of à per- 
sonal acquaintance with the Rev. Dr. Briggs. 
and consequently I am not under the spell of his 
influence, as is the case with several of my right 
reverend brethren. I come to the consideration 
of the question without favor or prejudice. 

This one thing. however, I ought to say, that 
when the Rev. Dr. Brigzs occupied the position 
of a Presbyterian minister and reached con- 
clusions inconsistent with the standards of that 
body, I was shocked that he did not vyoluntapily 
retire from the ministry. and not wait to be ex- 
pelled. I agreed cordially with the Rev. Dr. 
Briggs in his rejection of Calvinism, but I as 
cordially revolted from his trying to remain a 
Presbyterian minister after he had publicly re- 
nounced the characteristic teaching of Presby- 
terianism. This shocked my moral sense. 

Thus I come to the ordination of the Rev. Dr. 
Briggs as a presbyter of the Episcopal Church. 
It is a question of morals much more with me 
than it is an issue of theology, Of the correct- 
nese of this statement of the facts any one can 
judge who cares to give the subject serious at- 
tention. 


Tr. Briegs, in the Introduction to the Study of 
Holy Scripture.“ compare our Bible, as we habe 
it in our hands today. to modern Jerusalem, 
which conceals the ancient city buried beneath 
the accumulated rubbish and débris of many cen- 
turies, In the same way he says our modern 
Rible, published by our Bible society, read in our 
church as the word of God, and the basis of the 
devotional life of Christians in the ages all along, 
is not the real Bible. but hides a Bible beneath 
débris and rubbish, which is the real inspired 
word of God, and he informs us that it is the office 
of the higher criticism to dig down to the rockbed 
of holy scripture and bring it forth to the light, 
and we are encouraged by the hope. which the 
Rev. Dr. Briggs holds out, that this blessed result 
will be attained in rt at least in the future. 

This view of the Rev. Dr. Briegs touching holy 
seriptur®? may be true. I do not stop to inquire, 
since the truth or falsehood of the Rev. Dr. 
Briggs’ theory does not touch the issue. He be- 
lieves it to be true, and avows his belief in oft- 
repeated publications, This is quite enough. 
With such convictions I cannot understand how 
any man who accounts himself an honorable and 
upright man can enter the ministry of the church. 

The test is much more than the declaration 
which the candidate signs and the twows and 
pledges which he makes before the altar of his 
God, and in the most solemn and critical hour of 
his life it confronts him and will continue to con- 
front him while he lives in every, or almost every, 
public service in which he participates. 


The rubbish and debris theory of the Bible places 
the Rev. Dr. Briggs in a most frightful — ng 
now that he has been ordained. 

The Bible supplies two lessons for morning and 
evening prayer daily throughout the year, and it 
saturates with its language and ideas the offices 
and services of our book of common prayer. There 


copious use of holy scripture than does that one 
in which the Rev. Dr. Briggs has just been or- 
dained a presbyter at his own earnest request, 

in spite of protest and warning for his own sake 
as well as that of others. 

This holy book, as we regard it, is in the estima- 
tion of the Rev. Dr. Briggs a holy book, hidden, 
unknown beneath an inctustation, an accumula- 
tion of myths, fables, legends, stories, ‘and to 
some extent worse material—in a word, dust, 
débris, and rubbish, and this dust, 4@bris, and rub- 
bish he and all the clergy must serve up to the 
people as the word of God in the public offices 
of the church. How can any man with one spark 
of religion in him voluntarily place himself before 
God and man in such a position? I confine myself 
to one point and to one point alone, and I rest 
upon no question taken from its context but 
upon a fundamental position deli tely taken 
and publicly avowed by the Rev. Dr. 1

It is true that the Rev. Dr. Briggs professes 
love and reverence for the Bible, but it is not 
our Bible, the Bible published by our Bible so- 
ciety and read in our ohurches; it is a hidden 
Bible, an unknown Bible. The kiss of Judas 
was more conspicuous than the betrayal. A 
general profession of veneration and love does 
net condone repeated stab thrusts which are 
designed to destroy life. 

It has been said that any church is honored 
ty the admission of the Rev. Dr. Briggs into its 
fold. Alas, the Rev. Dr. Briggs may be, and 
probably it, all that his admirers represent him 
to be, but neither he nor any other man, be he 
saint, confessor, or martyr, can honor the Church 
of God. The chureh can do without us, but we 
cannot do without the church. 

Again, there are men who seem to be afraid 
if they do not profess sympathy and agreement 
with this higher criticism that they will be re- 
garded as ignoramuses or idiots. Let me tell 
all such persons that there is a worse fate than 
that—it is to be accounted a fool by God. 

In conclusion, I wish to press the point that 
the ordination of the Rev. Dr. Briggs is most 
of all a moral igsue, and brings into view Al- 
mighty God, with whom all who shared in that 


last great day. God may be far above out of 
our sight, and we may say in our hearts: 
„Hush, God will not see." But this is a sad, 
fatal mistake. God will not be trified with. He 
is patient, but no man can be gulltiess who takes 
his ‘name in vain. So, then, every one of us 
must give account of himself to God. Must, 
not may, give account of himself, not of others, 
to God, who cannot be deceived, not to man, 
who can be imposed upon and misied.

It seems that her heart is 
seriously affected, and that especially since 
the suicide of he? only brother, to whom she 
was deeply devoted, she has been suffering 
from frequent fainting fits, the recovery 
from each successive one becoming more dif- 
ficult. 

Apprehensions are entertained in England 
lest the Princess may be overtaken by some 
untoward event before her sadly broken 
parents have had time to recover from the 
shock caused by the tragic death of their 
only son. 

The Crown Princess of Roumania, as I 
have on more than one occasion related in 
these columns, is not only the most elegant 
and chic but likewise the most inveterate 
coquette of all the Princesses of the blood 
in the old world. 

She has been the heroine df a number of 
entertaining episodes, none of them, how- 
ever, of a scandaious character, and the 
worst thing that has ever been laid to her 
charge was that in a moment of mischief 
she snapped her camera at her nearly 
equally beautiful sister, the Grand Duchess 
of Hesse, at a moment when the latter had 
just emerged from the mud baths at Bchwal- 
bach and was clothed hg nothing but the 

hinnest coating of mud. 

, All would have been well if this portrait 
had remained in the possession of either of 
the two sisters. But the Crown Princess 
was so delighted with it that she sent copies 
of it to various relatives, and unfortunately 
some copies of the picture eventually found 
their way into other and more profane 
hands. This has sadly impaired the close 
intimacy which formerly existed 
the two sisters, who at present are scaree y 
on terms with each other. - 


ss Blair, daughter of the Dowager 
* of Sutherland, and who has lately 
joined the dramatic profession as an under- 
study in one of Wilson Barrett s companies, 
was years ago the heroine of a rather 
sensational episode in the Chapel Royal, 
St. James’. There is a pew, or rather series 
of pews, reserved for Duchesses, much in 
the same way that special benchés are as- 
signed to women of this particular rank 
of the peerage at the court balls at Buck- 
ingham Palace. 

The Dowager Duchess of Sutherland, prior 
to her present marriage with Sir Albert 
Rollit, was in the habit of frequently occu- 
pying one of these ducal pews at the Chapel 
Royal, this being one of the only places 
where she could exercise her ducal preroga - 
tives, since the doors of the Queen's court 
were and are still tightly closed against her. 

She made the mistake. however, of taking 
her daughter, Miss Blair, with her, and as 
the other Duchesses, who deeply resented 
the presence of the elder of the two women, 
nad no means of excluding her, they re; 
venged themselves by insisting on the ex- 
clusion of the daughter. who was requested 
to leave the pew in full sight of the entire 
congregation one Sunday morning shortly 
after divine service had begun. The Duch- 
ess protested, but the officials insisted, and 
Miss Blair, her face scarlet with indigna- 
tion and mortification, was obliged to leave. 

Tt is a great mistake to imagine that finan- 
cial considerations have anything whatso- 
ever to do with Miss Blair’s going on the 
stage. Indeed, it may be doubted whether 
there has ever been a young woman who 
has joined the dramatic profession under 
such exceptionally pleasant financial cir- 
cumstances, the Duke of Sutherland having 
bequeathed to her at his death an annuity 
in her own right of no less than $60,000. 

This bequest of course served to give con- 
firmation to the widespread belief which 
prevails to the effect that Miss Blair was 
really the daughter of the Duke, who, at 
any rate, treated her with far more paternal 
affection than he accorded to his children 
by his first wife. | 

The name of Miss Blair's mother and that 
of the Duke were associated with each 
other for many years prior to the Duke 
being rendered by the death of his first 
wife free to marry Mrs. Blair, whose hus- 
band, Captain Blair, had been accidentally 
shot by the Duke himself. . 

Miss Blair is a handsome, distinguished 
looking girl, with a magnificent figure. 
With her comeliness and wealth she would 
long ago have made a brilliant match had 
it not been for the intense aversion in which 
her mother ts held by English society, which 
ostracises her in the most severe manner. 
Miss Blair is an ambitious girl and deter- 
mined to make a brilliant marriage—to mar- 
ry into the peerage which subjected her to 
so much indignity in the Chapel Royal. 

Perceiving that it was hopeless’ to look 
for anything of the kind as long as she re- 
mained with her mother, and noting more- 
over that the stage adds glamour to feminine 
charms in the eyes of British Peers, she has 
joined the dramatic profession. Although 
only a supernumerary she seems in a fair 
way to achieve the object of her ambition. 

The latter was to have had only $20,000 
a year in the event of her marrying the 
Duke, whereas the present object of his 
adoration has at least three times that sum, 
with the prospect of inheriting much more 
on the death of her mother: So that from 
a financial point of view it would be a most 
advantageous match for the Duke, while 
it would enable the young woman to take her 
place in the same ducal pew from which she 
was once so ignominiously 61.

All hopes of recovering the body of King 
Joachim Murat have now been definitely 
and finally abandoned. The church at Pizzo, 
where according to history it was buried, 
was carefully examined, and the entire stone 
flooring taken up, the expense being borne 
jointly by the Italian government and the 
Murat family.
